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Tax to End 
Next Week 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 


initial installment of a $6.5-bil- 
lion boost in the public's spend- 
ing power shows up in workers' 
paychecks 
starting 
next 


Wednesday when the 5 per cent 
income surcharge expires and 
personal income tax exemptions 
rise. 


While 
acknowledging 
the 


buildup of spendable income 
won't help anti-inflation efforts, 
administration economists said 
privately it may be a needed 
boost for the economy. 


"The economy is soft and per- 


sonal income has begun to de- 
cline," one official said. 


"Dropping the surtax may be 


just about the right thing to do 
at the right time, though it 
wasn't 
exactly 
planned that 


way." 


A 10 per cent surtax on per- 


.sonal and corporate incomes 
was imposed in April ]969, ef- 
fective for all that year. It add- 
ed about $9 billion to tax collec- 
tions for 1969. 


The rate was cut to 5 per cent 


last January under the new tax 
reform act and the surtax itself 
set for expiration as of midnight 
June 30. 


On the basis of various feder- 


al 
fiscal 
moves, 
purchasing 


power worth $18.5 billion a year 
will have been handed consum- 
ers and businesses as of July 
1—a boost in Social Security 
payments, a government pay 
raise, the phaseout of the surtax 
and the start of tax reductions. 


In the same period, govern- 


ment spending has shifted from 
surplus to deficit. While tighten- 
ing credit even more, it is not

An- 
other 40 persons were injured in 
street fights, an explosion start* 
ed a fire at an oil depot, but 
only one shooting was reported 
—a shotgun blast that wounded 
two soldiers slightly.

a.m. 


Violence began Friday night 


over the jailing of Bernadette 
Devlin, the fiery young Roman 
Catholic leader sentenced to six 
months in prison for leading 
anti-Protestant riots last sum- 
mer. The bloodiest toll came in 
12 hours of fighting Saturday 
night as Catholics and Protes- 
tants fought each other and the 
steel-helmeted 
troops 
with 


rocks, 
bottles 
and 
gasoline 


bombs, and troops and snipers 
exchanged gunfire. Five civil- 
ians were killed and 161 civil- 
ians and soldiers were injured. 


Provincial 
Premier 
James 


Chichester-Clark declared that 
his government was facing an 
attempted revolution. He or- 
dered emergency measures into 
force, including a partial curfew 
and early closing of bars. He 
also promised new laws to deal 
with rioters but ruled out mar- 
tial law for the time being.

30. 


That date was picked by the 


amendment's sponsors—Repub- 
lican John Sherman Cooper of 
Kentucky and Idaho Democrat 
Frank Church—because Nixon 
said all American troops would 
be out of Cambodia by then. 


Today's 
Republican moves 


were the rear guard of constant 
efforts by defenders of Nixon 
Southeast Asia policies to take 
the edge off Cooper-Church— 
such as Griffin's try at softening 
the language. 


Allott's proposal to seek an 


earlier vote than war critics ori- 
ginally sought on the amend- 
ment to cut off all funds for the 
Indochina war after Dec. 31, 
1970, 
had been introduced in 


hopes it would be defeated now. 


Its original sponsors wanted 


action later this summer so the 
proposal could serve as another 
vehicle for extended debate on 
Vietnam and opposed Allott's 
maneuvering for a quicker deci- 
sion.

THE WELL CHILD ® 


Outdoor Play Beneficial 
To Children in Summer 


By WAYNE G. fiftANDSTADf, M.D. 


Children who spend a lot 


of time watching television 
in an air-conditioned house 
instead of getting outdoors 
to play are developing what 
may be called the summer 
syndrome, a condition of im- 
paired physical fitness, low 
stamina and, in some cases, 
a mild anemia. Most chil- 
dren thrive on summer heat 
and should be allowed to 
play in the yard or a nearby 
park. 


If. while sitting in front of 


the TV, often at too close a 
range, they also nibble at 
snacks, their bodies will ac- 
cumulate f a t r a t h e r than 
muscle. M o t h e r s should 
limit their childn n's intake 
of peanut butler, ice cream 
and candy in the summer be- 
cause their need for high-cal- 
oric foods is less in warm 
weather. 


On the o t h e r hand, the 


need for liquids is increased. 
Pop, 
however, should not 


crowd fruit juices and milk 
out of your child's diet. If 
your,child has been playing 
outdoors in the h e a t he 
should have a five- or 10- 
minute cooling-off period be- 
fore his meal. 


Q — M y daughter, 6Vz, is 


growing hair u n d e r her 
arms. Her pediatrician is not 
concerned about this.

Mrs.Nixon 
Takes Relief 
to Peru

LIMA, Peru (AP) — Arriving 


with nine tons of relief goods, 
Pat Nixon promised American 
help Sunday night for earth- 
quake-stricken Peru until recon- 
struction ends "and everything 
is rosy once again." 


The First Lady of the United 


States was welcomed with a 
warm, affectionate Latin em- 
brace and kisses on both cheeks 
by Peru's first lady, Consuela 
Gonzalez de Velasco. 


"In this embrace and kiss 


which I give you," said Mrs. Ve- 
lasco, "is the spirit of all my 
Peru and of all that which we 
are 
suffering in these mo- 


ments." 


The two women, whose hus- 


bands are presidents of lands 
4,000 miles apart, had never 
met before. They were brought 
together by the Western Hemi- 
sphere's worst earthquake in 
this century and by the desire of 
both their countries to improve 
strained relations. 


Together, they launched two 


days of good will touring de- 
signed to get more relief sup- 
plies to the 500,000 Peruvians 
made homeless by the quake 
May 31.
